education of the engineer than in most other 
professions, for the reason that the vocation 


of an engineer is specially liable to make a | 


man one sided.’ 

“Roscoe Pound, Dean of Law School, 
Harvard University has said, 
“There is no better way for the student to 
train himself in the choice of the very word 


that will fit his thought than by translation | 


from Latin and Greek. Such habits are worth 


more to the lawyer than all training which a | 


modern school may impart.’ 

“The case has been well stated by that 
Gibraltar of American homespun common 
sense Calvin Coolidge in the following words 

**Unless Americans shall continue to live 
in something more than the present to be 
moved by something more than material 
gains, they will not be able to respend to 
these requirements and they will go down as 
other peoples have gone down before some 
nation possessing a greater moral force. The 
will to endure is not the creation of a moment; 
it is the result of long training. That will has 
been our possession up to the present hour 
By its exercise we have prospered and 
brought forth many wonderful works. The 
object of our education is to continue us in 
this great power. That power depends on our 
ideals. The great unfailing source of that 
power and these ideals has been the in 
tluence of the classics of Rome and Greece 
Those who believe in America, in her lan- 
guage, her arts, her literature and in her 
science, will seek to perpetuate them by 
perpetuating the education which has pro 
duced them.’” 


Atternoon Address 

The afternoon address was given by Ernest 
Stephens, assistant superintendent of Lynn, 
who spoke of the high school as a dumping 
ground for a group not adapted to following 
the old line curriculum of the college prepara 
tory course and urged that a suitable curricu 
lum be provided for them. He said that 90 
percent of high schoo! principals and teachers 
have been traditionally trained to stake their 
lives on the old standard curricula which high 
school students have had forced upon them 
Lack of guidance courses, he said have left the 
students to find themselves unfit for the 
tasks before them as they do not follow in 
life along the lines of the courses which they 
study. Parents, he said have had the idea 
that if the pupil took Latin, a foreign lan 
guage and mathematics in high school he was 
fitted for anything that came along 

“Having recognized the situation,” the 


speaker said, “‘we should face it.’’ He then 


told of the attempts to set up suitable courses 
in Lynn at the present time. The public, he 
said, charges that when students come out of 


high school they can’t spell and don’t know | 


things they are expected to know. They are 


passed on, he said, because the schools dare | 


not fail too many of them. He said that he felt 
that the problem would be solved providing 
the type of curricula that will give them the 
ability to succeed
